by changing from the quarter system to semes- 
ters, but some students fear the idea of change 
and look at semesters as a loss of variety in 
classes and teachers. 

One reason USU is thinking of changing to 
semesters is to make the university more com- 
patible with the calendar of BYU and other 
schools in the nation, said John Simmons, the 
associate provost at USU. 

Another advantage of changing to a semester 
system is that the students wouldn’t have to 
learn material as fast as in the quarter system, 
Simmons said. “There will be more time for 
reading and reflection, and term papers won’t 
come as fast,” he said. 

Some students disagree with the extended 
time. “I like getting through the material fast,”

Simmons said there haven’t been any prob- 
lems with the quarter system to cause USU to 
look at semesters. Also, the decision to switch 
has not yet been made.

Dr. Christine Hult, the assistant head of the 
English Department. “The faculty will be pulled 
away from other things to have to work on the 
change,” she said. 

Course books and outlines are constantly 
being revised, Hult said. “These changes usual- 
ly don’t take place all at once. That is what will 
be difficult,” she said. 

An advantage of the quarter system is that 
students have the opportunity to take more 
classes and have a variety of teachers. Boggiano 
has been on semesters while in California, but - 
said she likes the system at USU better. 

“If you have a bad teacher or course, you’re 
stuck there for 15 weeks. With quarters, the 
class only lasts seven weeks,” she said. 

“There is the advantage of saving money on 
books,” said Laura Edwards, 20, an English 
major from Logan speaking of the semester sys- 
tem. But even with that advantage, Edwards 
said she doesn’t like the idea of semesters. 

Some students are skeptical and resistant to 
the proposal of a new academic life. “I love the 
quarter system,” Robertson said.

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Nation’s gangs set spring ‘summit 

WASHINGTON — Street gang leaders from four major cities pledged 
a truce on Thursday and said they'll convene a broader gathering this 
spring so others can take the oath. 

Their so-called “summit” was set for April 30-May 2 in Kansas City, 
Mo., timed to coincide with the first anniversary of the Los Angeles riots. 

Nine representatives from black and Latino gangs in Boston, Chicago, 
Los Angeles and Minneapolis met in Washington to pledge peace, pray 
together and plan the Kansas City meeting. 

The gangs involved were Crips, Bloods, Different Nation, Vice Lords, 
Disciples and Souls. 

“We have had 800 killings in Los Angeles County alone, and the major- 
ity were Latino brothers,” said Daniel Alejandrez, director of the 
California Coalition to End Barrio Warfare. “We have lost brothers and 
sisters, and we are tired.” 

“We are not going to buy into the concept of ‘Once one, always one,’ no 
more,” said Fred Williams, an ex-gang member who helped establish a 
May 1992 truce between the Crips and the Bloods, the two largest gangs 
in Los Angeles. 


Study shows narrow impact of AIDS 


WASHINGTON — Despite thousands of deaths and an aura of nation- 
al health emergency, the AIDS epidemic will have little impact on the 
lives of most Americans or the way society functions, the National 
Research Council says. 

A study released Thursday by the council said AIDS is different from 
historic epidemics, such as the bubonic plague that swept across Europe 
in the 14th century, claiming victims in virtually every part of society. 

AIDS is concentrated among gays, drug users, the poor and the under 
educated, the study said — “socially marginalized groups” with “little 
economic, political and social power.” As a result, the council concluded, 
AIDS “will ‘disappear,’ not because, like smallpox, it has been eliminat- 
ed, but because those who continue to be affected by it are socially invisi- 
ble, beyond sight and attention of the majority population.” 


Search for attorney general narrows 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton has narrowed his search for an 
attorney general to three people and the leading contender is Kimba 
Wood, administration officials said Thursday. 

Wood, 49, a Democrat appointed to the federal bench in New York by 
Republican President Ronald Reagan, is best known for her handling of 
the highly publicized Milken securities fraud trial. 

Others said to be finalists are Washington attorney Charles F.C. Ruff 
and former Virginia Gov. Gerald Baliles. 

Two administration officials who discussed the matter on condition of 
anonymity rated Wood the favorite, citing a favorable interview with the 
president last week, Clinton’s desire to name the first female attorney 
general and the fact that she already has been through the Senate con- 
firmation process. 

A decision is expected within days, officials said. 


Clinton student loan program delayed 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton’s plan to let college students 
repay education loans through community service will be phased in 
gradually, not launched as a nationwide initiative, a White House aide 
said today. 

“It was always intended to be phased in, but I think the president’s 
committed to it,” said Press Secretary Dee Dee Myers. Clinton proposed 
a nationwide community service plan during the campaign. 

The Washington Post reported today that Clinton would propose a pilot 
program to let some students repay loans with community service. 

The newspaper quoted presidential assistant Eli Segal as saying “the 
reality of the budget deficit” will force Clinton to delay his “dream” of a 
program available to all students. 

As a candidate, Clinton said allowing all interested students to work 
off their college loans through community service was “a symbol of what 
this campaign is all about.” 

He frequently referred to his proposed National Service Trust Fund as 
“the best money we will ever spend.” Lack of money also will prevent the

Public, lawmakers 
unite in lobbyist 
regulation bill

WASHINGTON — A corporate 
lawyer seeks a lawmaker’s help in 
a battle against a burdensome reg- 
ulation. The head of an interest 
group talks strategy with a Senate 
aide over lunch. A direct-mail firm 
solicits hundreds of letters oppos- 
ing a bill. 

These are the typical chores of the 
modern Washington lobbyist. But 
under current law, none of them is 
classified as lobbying. 

“There’s considerable leeway in 
the current laws,” said Robert 
O’Brien, spokesman for defense 
giant McDonnell Douglas. The 
company, which does nearly $9 bil- 
lion a year in business with the 
government, currently has six staff 
members who deal with Congress, 
none of them registered as lobby- 
ists. 

This year, Sen. Carl Levin hopes 
to change that. The Michigan 
Democrat on Thursday introduced 
a bill that would tighten govern- 
ment oversight of lobbying, at the 
same time consolidating a welter of 
current rules to make it easier for 
lobbyists to comply. A similar bill is 
being sponsored in the House by 
Rep. John Bryant, D-Texas. 

“The public has a right to know 
who is being lobbied, by whom, and 
how much they are being paid,” 
Levin said. 

The proposed new restrictions 


would broaden the definition of lob- 
bying to better reflect current reali- 
ty. The proposal also would require 
that lobbyists disclose roughly how 
much they spend to influence poli- 
cy-making. 

After government, lobbying is 
Washington’s largest industry. 
Estimates of those directly or indi- 
rectly involved in persuading, pres- 
suring and cajoling policy-makers 
run as high as 80,000. Yet just 
7,381 people are currently regis- 
tered as lobbyists. 

One reason for the small number 
of registrants is that the 1946 law 
is riddled with exemptions, to the 
point where-compliance is seen as 
voluntary. And in the nearly five 
decades since the main lobbying 
law was enacted, noone has ever 
been successfully prosecuted for 
violating it. 

This year, however, the climate is 
different. Polls show the public 
believes Washington is in the 
clutches of special interests. 
Politicians — including President 


Clinton — have picked up on the . 


reform issue. 

During last year’s campaign, 
Clinton outlined curbs on lobbyists 
that sound much like the bill intro- 
duced Thursday. The law, he said, 
should require special interests to 
register with the Office of 
Government Ethics and to report 
twice a year on their contacts and 
expenses.

After 34 years of involvement in 
BYU sports, 17 as director of BYU 
men’s athletics, Glen Tuckett will 
retire. 

“l’ve had a 34-year love affair 
with Brigham Young University, 
particularly with BYU athletics,” 
Tuckett said. 

Tuckett began his own athletic 
career as a professional baseball 
player, culminating in a selection 
to the Western International 
League all-star team in 1954. 

During the off-season Tuckett 


stayed busy, earning a B.S. degree - 


from the University of Utah in 
1953. In 1962 Tuckett obtained a 
master’s degree from BYU, where 
he would also get his doctorate in 
1978. 

Tuckett’s coaching career began 
at West High, in Salt Lake City, as 
head football coach and assistant 
baseball and basketball coach. 

After a year of managing the 
Calgary Dodgers in the Western 
Canada league in 1957, Tuckett 
kicked off his BYU coaching career 
as baseball coach and assistant 
football coach in 1959. 

In 17 years as the baseball coach, 
Tuckett won 13 division baseball 
titles, three WAC championships 
and two NCAA District 7 crowns. 
“BYU baseball is Glen Tuckett’s 
self portrait,” Tuckett said. 

As the NCAA’s ninth-winningest 
baseball coach, Tuckett retired 
from coaching in 1976 to become 
the BYU athletic director. 

During Tuckett’s 17-year tenure 
as director, BYU has won the 
Western Athletic Conference over- 
all supremacy award 16 times, the 
1984 Football National 


Championship and the 1981 NCAA 
Golf Championship. Besides the 
National Championship, the BYU 
football team has won the WAC 
conference championship 14 times.

Russians declare 


test a success

MOSCOW — Russian scientists 


unfurled a mirror in space on 
Thursday and briefly bounced sun- 
light onto the night side of Earth, 
testing a new solar spotlight that 
could eventually illuminate parts of 
the planet. 

The troubled Russian space 
agency hailed the experiment as a 
qualified success and immediately 
began fishing for investors, saying 
the pre-dawn test proved a space 
spotlight was feasible. 

“All the principal scientific prob- 
lems were solved by this experi- 
ment,” flight control director Viktor 
Blagov said. “Now we need to col- 
lect money to continue the pro- 
gram.” 

It was unclear whether the exper- 
iment, named Operation Banner, 
came off exactly as planned. But 
officials claimed victory in the most 
important part in which the 82- 
foot-wide reflective sheet was spun 
open like a parachute behind the 
unmanned cargo ship Progress. 

“It was not completely successful, 
but it did go rather well,” said 
Semyon Lukasky, an aide to the 
project director. He declined to 
specify the troubles, saying full 
details would be released later.

Scientists released the spinning 


mirror from: Pregress-at-about-3:45 


a.m. (6:45 pan’ MST Wednesday), 
after the ship was detached from 
the orbiting Mir space station, 
Blagov said from the control center 
north of Moscow. 

The videotape made by Mir’s two- 
man crew showed the mirror open- 
ing slowly — like a metallic flower 
blossoming — from one end of the 
Progress. In a profile view, it 
looked like a silver umbrella over 
the end of the spaceship. 

Blagov said that after the mirror 
was opened, scientists angled it to 
reflect sunlight from the opposite 
side of Earth onto the night side of 
the planet. 

The beam of reflected sunlight 
created a weak spot of light on the 
ground. Cosmonauts Gennady 
Manakov and Alexander 
Poleshchuk, looking down from the 
Mir, “observed a section of our 
planet’s surface illuminated with 
sunlight,” the ITAR-Tass news 
agency said. 

Scientists had said the spot was 
expected to measure about 2 1/2 
miles in diameter. Since the ban- 
ner was orbiting the globe, the spot 
moved quickly across Europe 
toward the former Soviet Union. 

Lukasky said flashes of light were 
seen by ground observers in the 
Brest and Gomel regions of the for- 
mer Soviet republic of Belarus, but 
no sightings were immediately 
reported from other points in the 
spot’s projected path across west- 
ern and central Europe. 

Scientists earlier said they 
expected the spot to be too weak 
and moving too fast for people to 
see, although two starry points — 
the banner and the Mir — might 
have been visible zipping across 
the night sky. 

The experiment could be the first 
step in creating a revolutionary 
stellar spotlight out of several such 
banners. 

Such a spotlight could be used to 
light up nighttime work, rescue 
operations, blacked-out cities or 
sun-starved polar areas.

his economic package by inviting 
the Cabinet to Camp David and 
holding daily sessions with eco- 
nomic advisers. 

After clashing prematurely with 
Democratic leaders over his plan to 
lift the ban on gays in the military, 
Clinton made two goodwill trips to 
Capitol Hill this week to cement 
ties with Democrats. 

“His presidency got off to a bad 
start. But he’s already shown the 
damage doesn’t have to be perma- 
nent,” said University of Virginia 
political scientist Larry Sabato. 
“All this week he’s been on mes- 
sage and scored direct hits on wel- 
fare reform, campaign financing, 
and other subjects.” 

Clinton himself told budget work- 
ers Wednesday, “I may not do 
everything right, and I can’t do 
everything that’s jugt popular in 
the short run. (But) we're trying to 
set an example for the people that 
sent us here.”

20 -years, has served as the 
University’s NCAA Faculty 
Athletic Representative since 1976. 
From 1973-1991, Jensen served as 
the Dean of the College of Physical 
Education. He was also a member 
of the BYU Athletic Council for 14 
years, including eight years as its 
chair. 

Student Life Vice President R.J. 
Snow told the Universe that 
Tuckett had approached Jensen in 
October to discuss retirement. “We 
knew we were going to have to deal 
with it, but we never got to because 
Glen came to us,” Snow said. “Our 
feeling was that we should wait 
until after the NCAA convention. 
We then decided we should go 
ahead and announce it.” 

Snow said football coach LaVell 
Edwards was considered as the 
new A.D., but that he didn’t want 
the double duty. Associate athletic 
director Pete Witbeck was also a 
possibility, but he is approaching 
the age of 65. 

“To have an open search can 
cause some real problems,” Snow 
said. “It causes everyone involved 
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to ask questions about their 
futures and their roles. We’ve got 
enough strength that we can do it 
this way. We’ve got enough 
strength inside (the program) that 
we didn’t make a search.” 

“Clayne,” Lee said, “was the obvi- 
ous choice.” 

Jensen, who has three sons who 
played football at BYU, will become 
the A.D. in September and certain- 
ly will face challenges. 

“We’ve bought two years and 
there is a lot to do in that time,” 
Snow said. “There are questions 
like gender equity, certification, 
new NCAA changes and the link 
between P.E. and the athletic 
directors.”
